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Special Civil Air Regulation; Provi-
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Bpecial Civil Alr Regulation No, 8R~-
4354 was adopled on July 22, 1958, to
provide for provisional certification of
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turbine-powered transport eategory air-
planes in order Lo perbdt certein alr car-
riers and manufacturers to conduct crow
training, service testing, and simulated
air carrier operations prior to intraduc-
tion of the airplanes into commercial
service, The objective of this regulatlon
was to provide a means whereby the air
carriers and manufactiurers could obtain
a8 much experience a5 possible with tur-
bihe-powered alrplanes which, althoush
safe for flight, had nat been approved for
the issuanee of a type certifente,

Special Civil Alr Regulation No. SR—
425B, which superseded SE—423A, was
adopted on April 7, 1980, to extond the
application of the regulation to: (L)
Piston-engine {ransport category air-
eraft, including rotoreraft; and (20
personal and executhre type =zirerafi,
including rotorcraft, trrespective of pow-
erplant type. In addition, this regutation
permitted operations such as =sales dem-
onstrations and market surveys with
aircralt having a provisional typc and
airworthiness certificate.

To accomplish this, SR-425B provided
for, among other things, the issuance of
two classes of provisionsl Lype and air-
worthiness ccrtificates. Class I provi-
sional and airworthiness certificates
could be fssued for all iFpes of alr-
craft for operstion by the =air-
craft mabufacturer, Cizss IT provisional
type and airworthiness certificates
could be issued only for transport cafe-
gory aircraff, but these aircrait eould be
operated by etther the alreraft manufac-
turer or a certifieated air carrier. In
general, the requirements for the issu-
ance of Class I provisional certificates
were less stringent, and the operating
1imitations less confining, than these for
the issuance of Class IT provisional cer-
tificates,

Under the provisions of SR—426B,

haowever, eligibility fo apply for Class T
provisional cerfificates was limited to
aireralt manufacturers. A recomme-
datlon that this eligibility be extended
to inciude ehgine monhufacturers had
been evalusted by the Agency prior to
the adoptlon of SR-425B, but rule
making actiod on such extension was
deferved until additional experience with
provisional certification could be ac-
quired,

BExperrience accumualated since the
adoptlon of SI-4258B has Indlcated that
16 wroitd he practicable for engite manu-
facturers, who have altered a tspe cer-
tificated alreraft by installing t¥pe cer-
Tiffeated engines of their own manufac-
ture in place of the ariginal engines, to
show compliance with the currently
effective requirements for issuance of
Class 1 provisional {¥pe and provisional
slrworthiness certificates; and that com-
pliance with these requirements will in-
sure safe operation of provisiohally
cerbificaled alreraft by such engine
manufacturers. Further, the Agency be-
Heves that operations condueied by
engine manufacturers under the ferms
of Class T provisional certifieates, for the
purpose of sales demonstrations, market
surveys, and other similar activities re-
lated o the sale of their ehgines, would
conkribule to the promotion and de-
velopment of civil aeronautics in the
Unlted States.

SR—425B is therefore beihg supetseded
by SR-135C to parmit certein eapine
manufacturers to apply for Class I pro-
risional t¥pe and provisional airworihi-
ness certiflcates if they have applied for
the izsusnce of & supplemental Eype cor-
tiftcate

Bince this is & superseding ‘tegulation
wileh relleves restrietions and imposes
tte wddilional hurden on any person,



natiee angd pablic procedures hereon are
unnoecessary, and this regulation may be
made effective on less than 30 days’
notice.

of the Administrator.
